1 . GA PLENARY - GENERAL DEBATE 

AS THE GA BEGAN ITS THIRD AND FINAL WEEK OF GENERAL 
DEBATE OCT 1 1, IT HEARD STATEMENTS BY THE PRIME MINISTERS 
OF FIJI AND BARBADOS, THE FOREIGN MINISTERS OF THE CENTRAL 
AFRICAN REPUBLIC, YEMEN ARAB REPUBLIC, SENEGAL, GABON, NIGER, 

AND THE PERMANENT REPRESENTATIVE OF THE MALDIVES. SPEAKERS 
LISTED FOR OCT. 12 ARE BOTSWANA, MADAGASCAR, AUSTRIA, SURINAM, 
COMOROS, OMAN, AND ETHIOPIA. 

- CENTRAL AFRICAN REPUBLIC - 

IN AN HOUR-AND-A-QUARTER GENERAL DEBATE 
ADDRESS TO THE UNGA PLENARY, FOREIGN MINISTER FRANCK EM- 
PHASIZED FOLLOWING ISSUES: 

SOUTHERN AFRICA- FRANCK SUPPORTED U.S. POLICY AND HOPED TRANSITION 
TO MAJORITY RULE IN ZIMBABWE WOULD COME AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. 

WESTERN SAHARA - DECLARING THIS AREA TO BE "INFLAMED BY THE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CHAMPIONS OF DISORDER", FRANCK REITERATED SUPPORT FOR THE 
MOROCCAN AND MAURITANIAN POSITION. 

INTERNATIONAL MASS MEDIA - URGING THE "DECOLONIZATION OF WORLD 
PRESS INFORMATION", HE STRESSED IMPORTANCE OF THE PROPOSED 
THIRD WORLD PRESS ORGANIZATION. 

LOS - FRANCK EMPHASIZED THE NEED OF THE LANDLOCKED COUNTRIES FOR 
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ACCESS TO THE SEA AND FOR AN EQUITABLE SHARE OF SEABED 
RESOURCES. 

NORTH/SOUTH - REVIEWING THE INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC SITUATION, 
FRANCK URGED SPECIAL CONSIDERATION FOR THE LEAST DEVELOPED 
COUNTRIES. HE PRAISED THE DECISION OF THE CENTRAL AFRICAN 
ECONOMIC AND CUSTOMS UNION TO SUPPORT THE BANGUI- ATLANTIC 
RAILWAY. FRANCK ASKED FOR FURTHER INTERNATIONAL 
FINANCIAL BACKING FOR THE PROJECT. 

OTHER ISSUES - FRANCK URGED THE IMPLEMENTATION OF AN IOPZ AND 
UN MEMBERSHIP FOR ANGOLA AND VIETNAM. (REPEATED INFO BANGUI) 

- FUI - 

PRIME MINISTER MARA IN A PHILOSOPHICAL PLENARY SPEECH 
STRESSED THE NEED FOR DIALOGUE IN SOLVING INTERNATIONAL 
DISPUTES. WITH THIS THEME IN MIND, HE SPOKE ON SEVERAL 
ISSUES, INCLUDING: 

REGIONAL GROUPINGS - MARA NOTED THAT SOME GROUPINGS WHICH 
CONFINE "THEIR MEMBERSHIP TO THOSE OF LIKE PHILOSOPHIES, 

POLITICS, AND PERSUASIONS" OFTER MAKE NUMEROUS PRONOUNCEMENTS 
ON WORLD SITUATIONS BUT THAT "SUCH DECLARATIONS TEND NOT 
TO RESULT IN SUCCESSFUL EXECUTION." HE WONDERED IF THIS 
WERE NOT TRUE BECAUSE THOSE "WHO ARE EXPECTED TO PAY 
FOR THE EXECUTION OF THE POLICIES" WERE IN THE MINORITY OR 
EXCLUDED ALTOGETHER. HE OFFERED THAT THIS COULD BE AN EXAMPLE OF 
THE TYRANNY OF THE MAJORITY. HE ADDED THAT THERE WERE PARALLEL 
EXAMPLES OF THE TYRANNY OF THE MINORITY -"BOTH OF SPECIALLY 
FAVORED NATIONS AND OF COMMERCIAL GROUPINGS WHO SIMILARLY 
GO THEIR OWN EXCLUSIVE WAY". 
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NORTH/SOUTH - REVIEWING THE FUEL CRISIS, MARA SAID 

A SITUATION NOW EXISTED WHERE "IT IS TO THE BENEFIT OF 

BOTH THE OIL PRODUCERS AND THE DISTRIBUTORS TO MAINTAIN HIGH PRICE 

LEVELS", ADDING THIS WAS ANOTHER EXAMPLE OF AN EXCLUSIVE 

GROUPING FORMED "WITHOUT CONSULTATION OR REGARD FOR THE 

CONSUMERS". HE ALSO URGED THAT THE LOME CONVENTION BE 

SUPPORTED. 

INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATION PROCEDURES - IN LINE WITH HIS 
EMPHASIS ON DIALOGUE, MARA BEMOANED THE FACT THAT "FAR TOO 
MANY MEETINGS" CONSIST OF AN ENDLESS SERIES OF INDIVIDUAL 
ADDRESSES PREPARED IN ADVANCE AND DELIVERED "WHETHER RELEVANT 
OR REPETITIVE". HE STRESSED THE NEED TO "GENERATE DIALOGUE 
AND DEBATE, QUESTION AND ANSWER, FROM WHICH REAL SOLUTIONS CAN 
EMERGE". 
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SOUTHERN AFRICA - MARA DECLARED "APARTHEID IS ANATHEMA TO 
US" AND SUPPORTED MAJORITY RULE IN RHODESIA BUT ABHORRED 
"VIOLENCE IN ANY FORM ON EITHER SIDE". HE CONTINUED THAT 
"PERHAPS IT IS SYMBOLIC THAT IN THE 200TH ANNIVERSARY 
YEAR OF ITS OWN INDEPENDENCE. THE UNITED STATES SHOULD HAVE 
JOINED WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM AND AFRICAN LEADERS TO 
TRY TO HELP BRING SUCH 

INDEPENDENCE IN AFRICA THROUGH PEACEFUL DIALOGUE". 
(REPEATED INFO SUVA) 
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-YEMEN ARAB REPUBLIC- 

IN HIS OCT 1 1 GENERAL DEBATE REMARKS BEFORE THE UNGA, A MAIOR PART 
OF WHICH WERE DEVOTED TO THE POLICIES OF ISRAEL, FOREIGN AFFAIRS 
MINISTER ABDULLA AL-ASNAG DISCUSSED THE FOLLOWING ISSUES: 

MIDDLE EAST - AL-ASNAG ASSERTED THAT ISRAEL NOW PRACTICES "SEA 
PIRACY" IN THE TERRITORIAL WATERS OF OTHERS AND TAKES ADVANTAGE OF 
US ELECTIONS TO PURSUE "POLITICAL BLACKMAIL, PUSHING THE BIG 
POWERS" TO SERVE ILLEGITIMATE AMBITIONS. HE STRESSED THAT THE 
PEOPLE OF PALESTINE, REPRESENTED IN ITS "JUST STRUGGLE" BY PLO, 

WOULD WIN FINAL VICTORY OVER ISRAEL AND THE "RACIST ZIONIST REGIME". 

HE ENUMERATED STANDARD CHARGES AGAINST ISRAEL RE ACTIONS IN 
OCCUPIED TERRITORIES, INCLUDING "DESECRATION" OF ISLAMIC HOLY 
PLACES, AND CALLED FOR EFFECTIVE MEASURES TO SOLVE THE PALESTINE 
QUESTION, ACHIEVE TOTAL ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL FROM OCCUPIED TERRI- 
TORIES AND RECOGNITION OF NATIONAL RIGHTS OF PALESTINIAN PEOPLE, 

INCLUDING RIGHT TO SELF-DETERMINATION AND ESTABLISHMENT OF 
NATIONAL AUTHORITY IN PALESTINE. HE REAFFIRMED THE RIGHT OF ARAB 
STATES TO PERMANENT CONTROL OVER THEIR NATURAL RESOURCES IN THE 
OCCUPIED TERRITORIES. 

IN SEPARATE STRONGLY-WORDED SECTION OF SPEECH IN REPLY TO ISRAELI 

FM ALLON, AL-ASNAG DWELT AT SOME LENGTH ON ALLEGED "RACIST 

AND HITLERITE" TONE OF ALLON’S STATEMENT. IT WAS DELIVERED IN "A 

NAZI AND RACIST SPIRIT", HE SAID, AND HAD RESURRECTED "THE SOUL 

OF A NEW HITLER" TO DISTORT FACTS AND MIST .FAD, THOSE WHO 

PRACTICED "FINANCIAL AND POLITICAL BLACKMAIL" AGAINST EUROPEANS, 

AL-ASNAG CHARGED, "ARE THE NEW IMAGE OF THE ODIOUS NAZI SOUL, AND 

HAVE NOW REVEALED THEMSELVES AS SUCH AGAINST THE OTHER PEOPLES IN 

THE MIDDLE EAST". CITING INCREASING ISOLATION FOR ISRAEL, HE THOUGHT 

EUROPE AND THE US WOULD BECOME FREE OF INFLUENCE OF "INTELLECTUAL 

TERROR" AND DISCOVER HEAVY LOSS TO THEIR NATIONAL INTERESTS AS 

RESULT OF UNJUST SUPPORT FOR ISRAEL. HE ACCUSED ISRAEL OF 

PARACHUTING ARMS INTO LEBANON AND THOUGHT ALLON'S COMMENTS CONFIRMED 

THAT ISRAEL WAS THE SOLE POLITICAL EXPLOITER OF THE LEBANESE 

TRAGEDY AND "THE REAL SOURCE OF DEATH FOR BOTH LEBANESE AND 
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PALESTINIANS". 

NIEO - THE FOREIGN MINISTER HOPED THAT RELEVANT UN RESOLUTIONS 
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DESIGNED 

TO BRING ABOUT A FUNDAMENTAL CHANGE WOULD BE IMPLEMENTED AND THAT 
THERE WOULD BE NO MORE 'OBSTRUCTION '. 

COLOMBO NON-ALIGNED SUMMIT - COLOMBO CONFERENCE "ENHANCED" THE 
UN CHARTER AND EMPHASIZED THE BELIEF OF NON-ALIGNED IN UN GOALS. 

GA SHOULD TAKE COMOMBO RESOLUTIONS FULLY INTO ACCOUNT. 

DISARMAMENT/DETENTE - RECENT PROLIFERATION OF WEAPONS POINTS UP 
THE NEED FOR EFFECTIVE UN CONTRIBUTION TOWARD UNIVERSAL AGREEMENT 
ON COMPLETE DISARMAMENT. HELSINKI DECLARATION SHOULD COVER LARGER 
AREA; THERE SHOULD BE PEACE ZONES IN THE MEDITERRANEAN, THE RED 
SEA, AND THE INDIAN OCEAN, AND DECLARATION SHOULD COVER ASIA, 

AFRICA, LATIN AMERICA. 

LAW OF THE SEA - EXPRESSING HIS HOPE THAT THE 1977 SESSION WOULD 
BE MORE SUCCESSFUL IN FORMULATING A CONVENTION SO THAT THERE WOULD 
NOT BE UNILATERAL ACTION ON THE PART OF THE "BIG POWERS ", THE 
FOREIGN MINISTER EMPHASIZED THE "ABSOLUTE SOVEREIGNTY OF COASTAL 
STATES OVER THEIR STRAIT OR STRAITS WITHIN THEIR TERRITORIAL 
WATERS'", THE PRINCIPLE OF INNOCENT PASSAGE, AND THE OBLIGATION 
FOR PRIOR NOTIFICATION AND AUTHORIZATION FOR MILITARY TRAFFIC. 

KOREA - YAR FAVORS PEACEFUL RE-UNIFICATION. 

CYPRUS - THE TWO COMMUNITIES MUST HAVE EQUAL OPPORTUNITIES SO AS 
TO "MAINTAIN THE UNITY, INDEPENDENCE, AND NON-ALIGNMENT OF THE 
ISLAND." 

FRENCH SOMALILAND - THE YAR WELCOMES STEPS FRENCH GOVERNMENT IS 
TAKING TO BRING THE TERRITORY TO INDEPENDENCE. 

VETO - AL-ASNAG APPEALED TO "SOME" PERMANENT SC MEMBERS TO "AVOID 
MISUSING" VETO POWER TO DENY OTHER NATIONS RIGHT TO JOIN UN AND 
COMPLAINED THAT MISUSE OF VETO POWER HAD PREVENTED IMPLEMENTATION 
OF SANCTIONS AGAINST ISRAEL AND SOUTH AFRICA. 

SOUTHERN AFRICA - THE UN, AL-ASNAG URGED, SHOULD "TAKE INTO 
CONSIDERATION AND SUPERVISE ALL POLITICAL AND CONSTITUTIONAL 
INITIATIVES ENVISATED" FOR ENDING INJUSTICE, TERROR, RACIAL 
DISCRIMINATION, APARTHEID, AND WHITE MINORITY REGIMES, IN CLOSER 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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COOPERATON WITH AFRICAN STATES AND WITH OAU "TO AVOID DANGERS FROM 
FOREIGN 

INTERVENTION WHICH OFTEN HAVE NEGATIVE EFFECTS..." HE 
CONDEMNED "REPULSIVE CRIMES" OF SOUTH AFRICA AND RHODESIA. 

CHINA - AL-ASNAG PAID HOMMAGE TO CHAIRMAN MAO AND EXPRESSED 
DEEP SYMPATHY ALSO REGARDING NATURAL DISASTERS. (REPEATED INFO 
SANA) 

-SENEGAL - 

FOREIGN MINISTER SECK EMPHASIZED THE FOLLOWING ISSUES IN HIS HALF- 
HOUR GENERAL DEBATE ADDRESS TO THE UNGA PLENARY. 

ZIMBABWE - SECK HAILED THE ACCEPTANCE OF MAJORITY RULE IN 
ZIMBABWE AS A "TREMENDOUS STEP FORWARD FOR PEACE". HE CAUTIONED 
THE WORLD COMMUNITY, HOWEVER, ABOUT THE PAST INTRANSIGENCE OF 
THE SMITH REGIME. SECK SAID THAT SMITH'S ACCEPTANCE CAME AS A 
RESULT OF SECRETARY KISSINGER S TRIP. THE FOREIGN MINISTER HOPED 
THE UK WOULD SOON CALL A CONSTITUTIONAL CONFERENCE AND URGED 
INCREASED SANCTIONS TO MAINTAIN PRESSURE ON THE SMITH REGIME. 

NAMIBIA - NOTING SPECIAL UN RESPONSIBILITY FOR THIS TERRITORY, SECK 
CONDEMNED ILLEGAL OCCUPATION BY SOUTH AFRICA. 

SOUTH AFRICA - HE APPEALED TO THOSE STATES WHO "CONTINUED TO 
COLLABORATE WITH THE RACIST REGIME" TO CUT THEIR TIES WITH THE 
SOUTH AFRICANS. SECK ANNOUNCED THAT SUPPLY OF MILITARY EQUIPMENT 
TO THE VORSTER REGIME WOULD BE CONSIDERED AS AN "ACT OF AGGRESSION 
AGAINST ALL AFRICAN STATES". 

MIDDLE EAST AND ZIONISM/RACISM - CALLING THE PALESTINIAN QUESTION 
THE "FUNDAMENTAL PROBLEM" TO BE FACED IN AN OVERALL SOLUTION, SECK 
REITERATED HIS SUPPORT FOR A SEPARATE PALESTINIAN STATE. DUE TO 
THEIR BELIEF THAT THE PALESTINIANS HAVE BEEN "VICTIMS OF UNACCEPT- 
ABLE EXPANSIONISM", SENEGAL VOTED IN FAVOR THE ZIONISM/RACISM RESO- 
LUTION. SECK EXPLAINED THAT THIS VOTE WAS MADE NOT TO "CONDEMN 
JUDAISM AS A RELIGION OR A SET OF CULTURAL BELIEFS", BUT RATHER AS 
A PROTEST AGAINST ITS "EXPANSIONIST AND RACIALLY DISCRIMINATORY 
ASPECTS". 
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NORTH/SOUTH - WHILE STATING THAT THE RESULTS DID NOT MEET LDC 
EXPECTATIONS, SECK WAS GRATIFIED BY THE "SPIRIT OF UNDERSTANDING 
AND COOPERATION" EXHIBITED AT RECENT INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC 
NEGOTIATIONS. 
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HUMAN RIGHTS - SECK CRITICIZED UN INACTION IN THE FIELD OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS RESULTING FROM THE "PRETEXT" THAT THE UN SHOULD NOT 
INTERFERE WITH THE INTERNAL AFFAIRS OF MEMBER STATES. NOTING THE 
OPPOSITION TO CHILEAN POLICIES, SECK DECLARED THAT PEOPLE WERE 
BEING DEPRIVED OF THEIR RIGHTS IN MANY OTHER STATES. HE SAID THAT 
THESE STATES WERE NOT RECEIVING THE SAME ATTENTION THAT WAS 
BEING GIVEN TO CHILE. 

DISARMAMENT - THE FOREIGN MINISTER REGRETTED THAT EXPORTATION OF 
MILITARY SUPPLIES WAS BECOMING IMPORTANT TO THE ECONOMIES OF 
CERTAIN STATES. NOTING THAT THE PURCHASE OF ARMS BY LDCS WAS 
GROWING RAPIDLY. SECK FAVORED THE CONVENING OF A WORLD DISARMAMENT 
CONFERENCE. 

KOREA - SECK ANNOUNCED SUPPORT FOR ANY NEGOTIATED SETTLEMENT 
OF THE KOREAN ISSUE CONCLUDED WITHOUT OUTSIDE INTERFERENCE. 

ANGOLA AND VIETNAM - IN A SINGLE SENTENCE, SECK ADVOCATED THE UN 
ADMISSION OF THESE TWO STATES TO FULFILL THE UN AIM OF UNIVERSALITY. 

WESTERN SAHARA AND FRENCH SOMALILAND - SECK BELIEVED THAT 
THESE TWO ISSUES SHOULD BE RESOLVED ON THE AFRICAN LEVEL THROUGH 
NEGOTIATIONS. (REPEATED INFO DAKAR) 
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-BARBADOS - 


PRIME MINISTER JOHN M.G. ADAMS IN AN ELOQUENT PLENARY SPEECH 
DISCUSSED THE FOLLOWING: 

UN MEMBERSHIP - ADAMS STATED THAT RETALIATION BORN OF "FALSE 
PRIDE ARISING OUT OF LOST CAUSES" SHOULD NOT FRUSTRATE THE DESIRES 
OF NATIONS WHICH WISH TO JOIN THE UN AND CALLED FOR THE ADMISSION OF 
ANGOLA, KOREA, AND VIETNAM IN THE NEAR FUTURE. HE ALSO HOPED THAT 
THE UN WOULD RECOGNIZE THE "POSSIBLE CONTRIBUTIONS" OF SMALL 
STATES. BARBADOS "HAPPILY ANTICIPATES IMMINENT PARTICIPATION OF 
FELLOW-STATES FROM THE CARIBBEAN INCLUDING BELIZE” IN THE UN. 

NORTH/SOUTH - BARBADOS NOTED WITH DISQUIET THE CONTINUING 
IMBALANCE BETWEEN LDC'S EXPORTS AND IMPORTS AND THE DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES' FAILURE TO APPROACH THE SEVEN PERCENT GROWTH TARGET SET BY 
THE INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENT STRATEGY. ADAMS WARNED "THERE IS A 
REAL DANGER THAT SOME DONORS (DEVELOPED STATES) MAY ADOPT THE VIEW 
THAT BECAUSE THE NEEDS OF SOME GROUPS OF STATES FOR CONCESSIONAL 
ASSISTANCE ARE PARTICULARLY URGENT, THE NEEDS OF OTHERS HAVE BECOME 
LESS URGENT" AND HOPED GUIDELINES COULD BE ESTABLISHED WHICH WOULD 
"APPLY UNIFORMLY TO ALL DEVELOPING COUNTRIES." "INDEXATION" WAS 
IMPORTANT TO DEAL WITH DECREASED COMMODITY EXPORT EARNINGS. THE 
COMPENSATORY FINANCE FACILITY OF THE IMF AND THE INTEGRATED 
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COMMODITY PROGRAM APPROVED BY UNCTAD-IV SHOULD BE UTILIZED, AND SOME 
MEANS SHOULD BE FOUND TO REDRESS THE CASH FLOW SHORTAGE OF UNDP. 

SOUTHERN AFRICA - PM ADAMS AWAITED THE EARLY FREEDOM OF NAMIBIA 
AND RHODESIA AND RULED OUT SUPPORT FOR THE "SHAM INDEPENDENCE 
OF TRANSKEI." HE CALLED UPON ALL NATIONS - ESPECIALLY THOSE 
WHOSE "ECONOMIC STRENGTH UNDERPINS THE RACIST REGIMES OF SOUTHERN 
AFRICA" - TO EXERT ALL EFFORTS TO BRING ABOUT THE "DEMISE OF 
RACIAL AGGRESSION." 

HUMAN RIGHTS - THE PM URGED ALL NATIONS TO RATIFY THE INTER- 
NATIONAL COVENANTS ON ECONOMIC.SOCIAL AND CULTURAL RIGHTS 
AND ON CIVIL AND POLITICAL RIGHTS, AS WELL AS THE OPTIONAL 
PROTOCOL TO THE LATTER. HIS GOVERNMENT "WILL BE STOUT IN ITS 
DEFENSE OF WOMEN NATIONALLY AND INTERNATIONALLY," AND WILL SEEK 
TO INSURE EQUAL OPPORTUNITY FOR EMPLOYMENT AND EQUAL PAY FOR 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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EQUAL WORK IN BARBADOS. 

LOS - BARBADOS "IS PLEDGED TO THE EXTENSION OF ITS TERRITORIAL 
WATERS FROM THREE TO TWELVE MILES" AND "SUPPORTS REASONABLE 
PRESERVATION OF THE RESOURCES OF THE SEA." HE ADDED THAT A JUST 
ARRANGEMENT MUST INCLUDE ACCESS TO THE SEABED RESOURCES BY DISAD- 
VANTAGED STATES. 

TERRORISM - HE REGISTERED BARBADOS' REPUGNANCE TO ALL FORMS OF 
AIR TERRORISM AND PROMISED "A VIGOROUS INVESTIGATION OF THE 
TERRORISM" WHICH CAUSED THE TOTAL DESTRUCTION OF A CUBANA 
AIRLINES PLANE. ALL NATIONS WERE URGED TO ENDORSE THE TOKYO, 

HAGUE AND MONTREAL CONVENTIONS ON AIR PIRACY. (REPEATED INFO 
BRIDGETOWN.) 

- GABON - 

IN HIS REMARKS BEFORE THE OCTOBER 1 1UNGA PLENARY, FOREIGN AFFAIRS 
MINISTER MARTIN BONGO SPOKE, IN PART, TO THE FOLLOWING ISSUES: 

ANGOLA AND VIETNAM - THESE COUNTRIES SHOULD BE ADMITTED TO 
THE UN TO INSURE THE UNIVERSALITY OF THIS VERY SIGNIFICANT WORLD 
ORGANIZATION. 

SOUTHERN AFRICA - APARTHEID, OF ANOTHER CENTURY, IS "REPUGNANT." 

AS WE HAVE SEEN IN RECENT EVENTS, IT INEXORABLY LEADS TO VIOLENCE. 

SOUTH AFRICA MIGHT HAVE AVOIDED SOME OF THIS HAD SHE TAKEN 
EARLIER OPPORTUNITIES TO RESOLVE THE QUESTIONS OF APARTHEID. BY 
ATTEMPTING TO MAINTAIN ITS ARCHAIC POSITION, THE MINORITY 
GOVERNMENT IS ENDANGERING WORLD PEACE AND SECURITY. GABON EQUALLY 
CONDEMNS THOSE COUNTRIES, WHICH BECAUSE OF COMMERCIAL RELATIONS, 
ASSIST SOUTH AFRICA.
